The situation in Irelnnd ia extremely 
critical and a collisiuu followed by thi! 
most serious results can only bo avoid- 
ed by diijloniiicy o£ the most delicate 
• nature. For many years past the ex- 
isting"' crisis has boon gradually but 
~"" ^lirel jTFuliiiinatihg and the 'liieFe'^f^T 
that "tho disalTectioni has continued for 
so prolonged a period is suHieicut proof 
that it has now becouio piiinfuUy deep- 
seated. Every day news is received 
giving details of tho movements of tho 
British troops and fiirnishing extracts 
V f foni ; Bpeeijh ea of. a ■nioiro''6r loss ■ iricen 
- i dT&ry character. Tho occasional ass.is- 
sination of a landlord or his agent is 
no longer a niatti.'r for .surprise or con- 
aternntion and the forcible resistance 
Oof- evictions hiis become analmost every- 
day occurrence. Ko one, tberoforo, 
can bo blind to the fact that a storm, 
■ fraught witii great danger to life and 
property, is ubout to rage. Two ques- 
' '' tions, then, naturally jjrescnt thein.sel- 
ves ; What is tho cause of discontnnt 
' amongst tho people of the Emerald 
Isle? and how can their disaflbctiou be 
TUtbeat appeased? Tho solution of tho fir.st 
proliloui is extronioly dilHcult as it lias 
iminv raiiiilications.but there can bo no 
... dou!)t that the existing land laws of 
Jj tho country are tho main cause of the 
^ present turbulence. Whilst there is 
much to he.sajd on both; sides of the 
question, it inust bo apparent to the 
most casual observer that thoro is no 
such thing as equality between the 
landlord and tenant. Tho former oc- 
cu|)ics tho position of tho monopolist 
and is at all timns able to dictate terms 
^wjiich-thte ^tenant Jpinnofa succe.ssfully 
^fesliif." 'Tho parties to the'bargain are 
not on an oven footing, for whilst the 
rich landed projjrietor can well afford 
.1' to submit to tho results o't temporary 
depression and might, if he wero so dis- 
posed, place the tenant in a position to 
cope with that depression, the tenant 
is utterly unable to adhere to tlio ori- 
gjbaljttirnis under which ho leased and 
'occiipied tho land. In other words tho 
-.*■ tenant, who toils from early morn till 
tho sun ."links in the west, who bears 
tho heat and the burthen of tho day 
iiaud struggles manfully year after year 
to win liread-for , himself and those de- 
pendent dri' liiiii, is compelled to sufler 
ail the hardahiijs whilst the landlord 
in days of pro.sperity gains nearly all 
the advautage.s. Should tho tenant re- 
fuse to comply with the teruis imposed 
on him his Inud is taken from him, his 
occupation is gone and he and those 
nearest and dearest to him are loft to 
the cold charity of tho world. Cruel, 
-?however, ns this may seem there is an- 
.'^other .phiSB in the land system which 
is equally unjust and indefen.sible. 
Many of the landlords — indeed' a large 
inajority — are absentees. They neither 
resii'e amongsf^theiritenantry nor cir- 
culate their Weill th amongst them, and 
seldom do they condescend even to 
visit them. Tho agent's rounds when 
rents are due suffice for the latter for- 
mality and so long as tho; land- 
lord's roll brings him in a- good 
rental he is content to follow his puV- 
suits of pleasure in Englaildlbr'' 'oh3the 
continent, r^gardlesis. of .the.pinching 
and " saving tim Itfckles) tenant ' has 
Jbeen piit to in order that ho may keep 
a roof, humble though it be, over his 
bead. But ajiart from these unfortu- 
nate ciroum-itances the manner in 
-■which many of tho vast tracts of land 
are held, in Ireland is radically wrong 
'in principle, for it is manifestly' Unjust 
that ' thouaands of broad acres should 
be absolutely locked up to tho detri- 
ment and impoverishment of the 
middle and lower classes. The case 
•would bo widely different had these 
nob)|! estates .beeti originally obtained 
by. ■ purchase, but even then it would 
be an act bordering .^pri tyranny to 
'deny the husliandman -the right to 
cultivate the soil and derivd a liveli- 
hood from the procccids of crops. The 
Buh shines, for al l and why should not the 
lands of olcl l'rela'nd afford an open field 
to the farn}er,.>wli0;is^anxiou3 to culti- 
vate them and willing to pay a fair 
reijUj'fbr'tlie so-called privilege. All 
monopolies operate perniciously on the 
public weal, but none more so than a 
monopoly in lands which might afford 
occupation for tho agriculturist.

In the extracts quoted tho Slandwd 
presents the case of tho province in a 
forcible light and enlarges on the^ mis- 
understanding between thu two gov- 
ernments. Judge, then, tho public's 
surprise yesterday morning to find the

Now, then, if the 
road is to^bo built without costing tiie 
Canadian - , exchequer a cont, does not 
Canada expect to be "paid"' for its pre- 
sent outlay ]and if by the sale of lands 
the treasury is to be reimbursed for its 
present outlay, will not Canada have 
to look elsewhere than nlong tho line 
of railway in British Columbia for 
saleable lands? There is nothing 
".sordid" or "unworthy" in tho Can- 
adian government's railway policy nor 
in their desire to bo "j)aid" for the 
line that wo can discover. The state- 
ment in our contemporary that wo 
havaj f^vipi'ed!) tbp.^ijlncoiifUtioua^ sur- 
rmider"of tlie piiblicTahd.s is'false.

Now, Sir,- in view of tho treachery 
and deceit and political tergiversation 
which'' n'i en calling themselves minis- 
ters of tho Crown ami statesmen have 
been guilty of during tho past nine 
years, in their dealings with this jioor 
Cinderella of the Provinces foriuing 
tho Domii.ion of Canada, it apjjoars to 
nu! to bii high time that evf-ry man 
having an interest in this country 
shbultl : speak -out plainly and discuBs 
temperately tho .situation.

Tho real policy of the government of 
Canada is to push on tho railway 
rapidly to tho Northwest and ignore, 
if po.ssibie, our just claims. To pro- 
vent this and to obtain our Inal;/ 
rights we must agitato and organize. 
Let every man who has an interest in 
the countiT take up his pen now; it 
may save his taking up a moro pungent 
weapon weapon hereafter. Let our 
readers at Ottawa see that wo are in 
earnest in this matter of the Carnarvon 
terms. Let them know that wo will 
no longer submit to bo told that "Can 
ada is doing all she can, and that our 
trufi policy is to wait, to give her time.'' 
We hnvo given her time; we havo 
waited. Our revenue and our lancls 
are ai)pro])riated; there is no hesitancy 
there, and if tho railway be not built, 
')otli on the island and mainland, lot 
Canada di.sgorgo our nine years' reve- 
nue (uui give up the lands — we can 
get on very well alone. With a cheap 
fjovorninoiit and a low tariff on Eng- 
li.sh goods we ought to be as rich and 
well-to-do as any people on the face of 
t he earth.
